The Grant Award of up to $2.8M, at 
75% of the total cost, whereby the Village would fund the remaining 25%, or $933,333, 
for a total potential project of $3,733,333. This 2022 Congressional Spending Allocation 
Grant Award is offered by the Federal Government through HUD.
